Applicant argues that the references do not teach in-fiber management signals along each fiber. The primary reference (Huber et al) 
discloses local wavelength generators (16) which is provided on each optical fiber connected to the demultiplexing component (20) (see 
Fig. 1 and col. 5, lines 19-21 and lines 32-34). The secondary reference (Barry et al) is cited to teach in-fiber optical management channel 
of a particular wavelength transmitted along the WDM signal (see col. 2, lines 59-61, 66-67 to coL 3, lines 1-4. 42-45, 48-51). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious that the local wavelength generators of Huber et al could be modified such that the generators transmit 
management wavelength channel as taught by Barry et al.
